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1. The SKOPLJ& (¥ 48/C 70) airfield was located southeast of 
the town, between the railroad line to VaLueS (Y 48/J3 07) 
and the Vardar River. The wuirPield area was about 5,000 x 
8,200 feet, one quarter of which was covered by buildings. 
A spur track ran across the field. ‘the airfield had been 
heavily damaged in the war. 


2. The airfield was divided into two sections by a road:
